After the sitting had been adjourned 
and the wrangling which subsequently 
broke out among the deputies in t! > 
lobbies and almost cam« to blows had 
eome to an end, a hundred and fifty of 
the deputies held a meeting, at which 
Signor Vilb, president of the chamber 
of deputies explained that they were 
actuated i» thus adjourning and cutting 
off debate by a desire to avert untoward 
incidents which might further imperil 
the A-elfare of the country. As 
it was the deputies had express 
ed the indignation of the 
with the policy of the government, and 
as assurances were given of a change In 
ministry, this was thought sufficient.

RUSHING TO THE GOLDFIELDS. 

Many Miners Will Brave the Dangers and 
Privations of the Yukon Country in 
Their Search for Its Treasure. 

Captain Moore is in receipt of a letter 
from bis son, who is at Skogna Bay, 
Lynn Canal, which states that a stam- 
pede iB being made for the Yukon gold- 
fields, every steamer bringing crowds of 
passengers bound for the diggings. 
Most of these adventurers seem to be 
well supplied with provisions and means 
to see themselves through at all haz- 
ards. One party from California, con- 
sisting of seven men, with a two-year's 
outfit of 16,000 pounds of provisions, is 
going in by way of the White Pass. This 
party came out with the captain last fall 
from the Hootalinqua river region where 
they met with eneourauMiig results dur- 
ing the summer, but had tlieir opera- 
tions considerably hampered on account 
of having had the bulk of their supplies 
stolen from them by the Indians in 
crossing the portage irom Mud lake to 
the Hootalinqua river. 

The transport of supplies into this 
section of the country is a rather costly 
item under present conditions, being 
from $25 to .'fl-iO per hundred— -from $500 
to ifl'O 1 ' per ton I The Captain states 
that if steamboat facilities were pro- 
vided such as he has in contemplation 
this enormous cost could be reduced to a 
minimum of $150 a ton, thus giving 
miners and prospectors an opportunity 
to work the rich deposits on tho Hoota- 
linqua country, which is at present 
isolated from steamboat communication 
with the centres of supply on the lower 
portion of the 1 iver.

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
ol Victoria to Borrow tho sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of tbe re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 1S9G. 

Whereas by virtue of the "Municipal Act, 

1894, " and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under tho conditions contained therein, 
oorrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of tho 
Municipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of interest as may bo requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
annual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property, iib 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality ol the City of Victoria for the year 

1895, was $202,519.05; 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1890 payable out of the annual 
revenue beiorc such revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding $120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

See. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and tho 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or llrms, corporation or eorpor- 
| aliens, who may be willing to advance the same, 
1 the sum of $120,000 In such amounts and at such 
j times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
i same may, in the opinion of the Mayor and the 
I Finance Committee of the Council, be required, 
j bearing interest at a rate not exceeding five per 
j centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall bo ex- 
' peuded In defraying the current legal expenses 
j of the said Corporation for the year 1890, and 

shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
| payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 

thereof on or before the Hint day of December, 
| 1890, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
; year. 

Sec. 3. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
thereon, shall be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
the current year, 1890, and the form of obliga- 
tion to bo given as an acknowledgment of 
! such liability to the said lender or lenders 
I shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
| maybe required, signed by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee and tho Clerk of the said 
Corporation, and bearing the seal of the said 
Corporation, all of which notes shall be made 
payable on or before the 31st of December, 1890, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
hack of the note to the effect that the liability 
of the said Corporation incurred hy said 
promissory note or notes sliall be a liability 
payable out of the municipal revenue for the 
year 1890. 

Sec. •!. In tho construction of this by-law tho 
expressions " land " and " improvements" and 
"real property "shall have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them in the " Municipal Act. 
1892," and amendments thereof. 

See. 5. This by-law may bo cited as the '' An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1890."

Ravage Excitement Throoffliont the 
Kingdom Jiioiiug: in Milau 
and Other Places- 



Rome, March 5. — Later details of the 
fighting in Abyssinia indicate that Gen. 
Daborinida's column sustained a hot at- 
tack from the enemy and fought desper- 
ately for forty minutes, when they were 
compelled to retreat. The Italians did 
their best to cover their retreat by a 
rifle and artillery fire, but were ham- 
pered by fear of hitting their own men. 
Their infantry made repeated bayonet 
charges to cheek the pursuing Shoans, 
but they were finally compelled to aban- 
don their guns. Toward evening, while 
still retreating, the column divided into 
two parts. One of these arrived in fair 
condition under Ce l. Kaginia, at Addi- 
cago. No news has been received of the 
second section. 

Gen. Baratieri has sent dispatches to 
the government regarding the battle, 
but it is impossible yet to get a connect- 
ed account of the event. It is reported 
that 200 officers engaged are missing, 
but the government will publish no list 
until the exact details are received. Ac- 
cording to I,' Italie, the reports of the 
lighting which have been issued from 
the ministry of war have not been 
signed. They mast therefore be received 
cautiously. 

It is said that the Italian commander 
wab led into a trap skilfully baited by I 
the report that a number of important j 
chiefs of the .Shoans, attended by a por- 
tion of the Shoan army, were attending 
the coronation of the Negus at Axun,| 
and that, hoping to surprise those who 
remained behind, Gen. Baratieri ordered 
the attack. The latter pretended to re- 
treat until the troops were well within 
the passes into Adovvi. Then the 
Shoans, armed with improved French | 
military rifles and supported by modern 
artillery, directed by French artillery-] 
men, advanced upon the Italians in i 
overwhelming strength. While the ap- 
parently deserted passes became alive 
with natives, who hurled rocks down j 
upon the trapped soldiers, the 'others' 
kept up a terrible and well-directed fire 
upon the troops. The troops in the 
stand they made are said to have be- 
haved with the greatest gallantry, but 
all the reserve ammunition was cap- 
tured and all the Italian provisions and 
artillery fell into the hands of the 
enemy. 

Gen. Baratieri, in a letter to a friend 
written before the final disaster, said : 
" I am aware of the intrigues against 
me, but my conscience is easy. If 1 get 
through the campaign with a whole skin 
I shall remember that I am a deputy, 
and then many people will be restored 
to their proper places." 

Over two hundred deputies have ar- 
rived in Rome within a day or two, and | 
the greatest animation is manifested in i 
the lobbies of parliament, where the 
disastrous defeat and the resulting acute 
phase in the present situation are food 
lor unending discussions. The minis- j 
trv announced their resignation in the 
chamber of deputies to-day, and Premier 
Crispi said it had been accepted by the 
King. In spite of the strong force of 
troops and police present about the 
chamber of deputies, it was with diffi- I 
culty that order was maintained. The 
chamber was crowded, and around the 
building every now and then cries were 
raised, " Down with the government," | 
'•' Death to Baratieri," etc., while from 
the galleries,, previous to the entry of 
the ministers, a number of persons were 
ejected by the police for uttering similar | 
cries. Almost immediately after the ap- | 
pearanceot the premier, who was greeted j 
with cheering by some of his supporters 
and by cries of derision from his oppo- j 
uents, he announced that the cabinet 1 
had resigned and that the king had ac- j 
cepted their resignation. The announce- 
ment was followed by haul cheering, 
which was heard by the crowds outside 
and, being understood, was taken up 
and reechoed far and wide. I 

Premier Crispi, when he was able to 
make himself heard, added that "the 
ministers will remain at their posts mi- J 
til their successors are appointed." More 
cheers and shouts of disapproval fol-

greater or lesser degree at Milan, Flor- 
ence, Turin, Comu, Yemeni, Belhino, 
Lodi, Verona, Harma, Uargarmo, Na- 
ples, Bresccia, Venice, Ilassara, Paler- 
mo, Cremona, Catania, and almost any 
other town mentionable.

The majori y of these reserves 
are married men, and in consequence at 
Milau and other places serious rioting 
has occurred where the reservists were 
preparing to obey orders, and in many 
cases it was prevented by fni.te, the 
women and children leading the agita- 
tion. Railroad cars have been demol- 
ished, rails torn up, telegraph wires cut., 
the police beaten and stoned into help- 
lessness. 

Soldiers havo been attacked and bayo- 
nets freely used, men and women, fren- 
zied with rage, throwing themselves on 
the naked steel of the troops. A large 
number of arrests have been made. 
Everywhere the trcopa are either con- 
fined to the barracks or occupying the 
streets.

There have 
been numerous applications for renew- 
als but scarcely more than usual. Fail- 
ures have been numerous in the past 
month but are proportionately larger 'n 
Toronto than at other points in the 
province. The increased competition 
among the departmental stores here is 
evidently the cause of the embarrass- 
ment of many small traders. Money 
rates remain about the same, t'all loans 
have an easy tune, tV'.j per rent, being 
now tlic maximum rate.

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IS IT OBSTRUCTION i 

We lire surprised to observe the 
grudging way in which some members 
of the Legislative Assembly are dis- 
posed to deal with the Columbia and 
Western Railway Company. One might 
suppose from the nairow-minded and 
obstructive course they lire pursuing 
that the Company propose to injure the 
province, instead of benefiting it most 
materially. It is to the interest of the 
inhabitants of every part of the province 
that the mineral wealth of the region 
through which the pioposed road 
in to run he made available 
with the least possible delay 
and that the Company should be 
in a position for the next three or four 
years to devote all their energies to con- 
structing the part of the road that runs 
through the mining region. Intelligent 
men should know that when that region 
is properly developed, and if it proves as 
rich as it is said to be, there will be no 
trouble in the world in connecting it 
with the country to the north. In fact 
the company, if things go as well with 
them as we hope and expect they will, 
Will find it necessary to extend the road 
to Pentictoii long before the specified 
live or six years expire. Let the mining 
region he once developed and the rest 
will be sure quickly to follow. 

Objections were raised to the road's 
crossing the national boundary line. 
This, we believe, is not for traffic pur- 
poses but on account of engineering diffi- 
culties. The road, it must be remem- 
bered, is near the line. The mountains 
run north and south and the general 
direction of tiie road foi a great part of 
its length is cast and west. The track, 
then,mu.:t cross the mountain ranges 
instead of following the course of the 
valleys. It can he easily understood 
that there an: parts of it in which 
engineering difficulties will compel it to 
deviate very considerably from the 
straight line. If the engineers have to 
go south to find an easy or a practicable 
grade, they must cross the national boun- 
dary line.' Roads in the mountains 
must go in and out and round aboul ; 
they cannot he made to conform to na- 
tional boundary lines or any other 
straight lines. It is these deviations 
caused by the nature of tin: country 
and the nearness of the road to the line 
between Canada and the United 
States that cause lie Columbia West- 
ern in some places to invade American 
territory, but it is none the less a British 
Columbia railway. Those then who are 
afraid that the traffic of the line will he 
diverted to the United Stales by these 
little bends to the south are we believe 
greatly mistaken. 



are some irreconcilables whom the Gov- 
ernment, do what it may, cannot satisfy, 
but we tiro very sure that the reasonable 
and intelligent men of the mining region 
are now- convinced that they will stiller 
no injustice at the hands of the men in 
(lower.

The recalcitrant miners and others 
who love kicking anil wdio think it patri- 
otic to kick should hear in mind that 
they will necessarily require a great deal 
at the hands of the Government. If the 
Government neglects to supply their 
most pressing wants and to accede to their 
reasonable requirements they will kick, 
and with good reason. But how can the 
Government be expected to open up 
their country and do what may reason- 
ably be required of them to aid in the 
development of its resources if they can- 
not get money enough to do their work, 
if the Government get a good revenue 
from Kootenay they may be expected to 
spend liberally in Kootenay, but if its 
inhabitants protest against a reasonable 
scheme of taxation and declare that the 
Government should rather bonus the 
mines than tux them, how can the Gov- 
ernment give them the accommodation 
and the conveniences they are continu- 
ally requiring? If mining is successful 
in Kootenay it can well afford to place 
in the hands of the Government money 
enough to enable them to maintain the 
different services generously. If mining 
is not successful their system of taxation 
is such that it will not be required to 
contribute largely to the provincial 
revenue. What could he fairer than 
this to all concerned?

It is evident that the more the Assess- 
ment amendment hill in its present 
shape is considered the more it will re- 
commend itself to the judgment of rea- 
sonable men. The objections to the hill 
as it originally appeared have been met 
frankly and fully, and the Premier's 
very able open letter to Mr. Sprout 
shows that it is based on sound and 
equitable principles. The only objec- 
tion to the bill now is that the allow- 
ance for working expenses is too small, 
and that a sliding scale would be pre- 
ferable to a fixed allowance. Wo 
do not know what weight thero 
is in this objection, but we are very sure 
that if on inquiry it is found to be valid, 
it will he met and fairly met by the 
Government. 

The ■ attitude of the Government in 
this matter has been so moderate and so 
conciliatory that all but their most mal- 
ignant opponents must be convinced 
that it is their desire and their intention 
to deal with the mining industry not 
only fairly but liberally. Of course there 



NOT A RELIGIOUS QUESTION. 

Mr. Laurier, it seems, has been at 
great pains to lead the people of the 
Dominion to believe that be is wholly 
independent , an a leader of a political 
parly we presume, of the Catholic 
church. Was it necessary for him to do 
Ibis? The question which he was dis- 
cussing at the time is not necessarily a 
religious question. There need he no 
more religion in it than then! is in an 
ordinary action for trespass or to recover 
a debt. And this, we contend, is the 
way in which the Manitoba school ques- 
tion should be regarded by Canadians of 
ail denominations. 

The denominational minority in Mani- 
toba complain thai they have been de- 
prived by the Legislatureof the Province 
of certain rights and privileges in the 
matter of education which are secured 
to them by 1 he constitution. They have 
taken proceedings to regain those rights 
and privileges. The Parliament of the 
Dominion is, in their case, the court of 
last resort. The question to be decided 
by that court is not a religious one. It 
is, " Is the law on the side of the 
minority'.''' Religion has, properly 
speaking, no more to do with 
the consideration of this question 
than it has to do with the considera- 
tion of any other business question sub- 
mitted lor decision to honest and con- 
scientious men. 

It seems to us that the man who per- 
mits his religious or rather denomina- 
tional partialities or prejudices to in- 
fluence his judgment in the slightest 
degree in coming to a decision on this 
question should be suspicious ol the 
soundness of his own judgment and of 
his ability todecide upon it fairly. A man 
who would begin to work out a mathe- 
matical problem on what he con- 
siders religious principles, would he 
regarded a 111 candidate for a lunatic 
asylum, and in considering the bearing 
of the Manitoba Act and the Briti 
Ninth America Act on the complaint of 
tlie Manitoba minority, are religious 
principles at all more applicable than in 
working out a problem in algebra'.' The 
study uf both questions requires a cleai 
head ami undivided attention on the 
part of the student. Anything that 
diverts his attention from bis work or 
clouds his judgment, no matter by wdiat 
name it may be called, is a hindrance 
to him and an obstacle in the 
way of his arriving at a 
logical conclusion. And there is noth- 
ing that we know of so apt to prevent a 
man's arriving at just conclusions on a 
Hiibject than his suffering bis mind 
while he is considering it to be diverted 
to the consideration of what some may 
consider its religious aspect. 

There has always from tho beginning 
been a tendency to import religious feel- 
ing into controversies connected with 
this Manitoba school question. This 
tendency has become of late very con- 
spicuous. Father Lacombe, a very 
worthy priest, wdio has in times past 
done Canada good service, wrote what we 
consider a very injudicious letter to 
the Hon. Mr. Laurier. That letter was 
a private letter not intended for publica- 
tion. If Mr, Laurier had locked the 
letti r up after he bad read it, or burned 
it it could not have had any effect on 
the public mind one way or the other. 
But the letter was translated into Eng-

Ward & Co., Ltd., Will Ask tho Full 
Court to Grant an 
Injunction. 

The legal flght between Robert Ward 
& Co., Ltd., ami John Clark, jr., for 
possession of the schooner Enterprise 
took a new turn yesterday. The vessel 
has been anchored in the harbor, and a 
watchman employed by Robert Ward A 
Co. has held possession, pending the re- 
sult of the litigation in the courts. Now 
Clark, by a strategic movement, has 
succeeded in ousting the other man and 
holds the deck against all comers. 

It came about in this way : On Wed- 
nesday an application was made on be- 
half of Robert Ward & Co., Ltd., for an 
injunction in the actionof Clark v. Pem- 
berton & Ward to restrain John Clark 
jr., from interfering with the vessel un- 
til the appeal in Ward and others v. 
Clark and others has been heard. This 
application was dismissed with costs, 
one of the reasons given being that 
an application for an injunction to keep 
things in statu quo should be made in 
the action in which the application was 
taken. On January 'M a decree was 
made bv the Supreme court in Clark v. 
Ward for redemption and for the taking 
of the usual accounts, the court holding 
that Ward & Co. were merely mortgagees 
in possession. On taking the accounts it 
was found that the mortgage of Ward & 
Co., amounting to $1,000, had been fully 
satisfied, and there was due to Clark 
$700. The Supreme court registrar's cer- 
tificate of the accounts has not yet been 
approved, but is to come up on motion 
this morning for approval by the judge. 

It seems that on Wednesday after the 
application for an injunction had been 
refused to Ward A Co., Clark, watching 
a favorable opportunity when the watch- 
man came ashore for his supper, boarded 
the Enterprise. When the watchman 
returned Clark ordered him to sheer off. 
Clark since then has held possession, 
acting, he savs, under legal advice. 

Possession being proverbially nine 
points of the law, Ward & Co. hastened 
totrvand regain the vessel, being ap 
pareiitlv afraid that Clark, now that he 
has the" vessel in his charge, may dis- 
pose of her before be can be stopped. 

Robert Ward & Co. claim that 
under the decree for redemption 
they were not compelled to give 
up possession until L'l days after the 
approval of the registrar's certificated 
accounts. Ward A Co. have given no- 
tice to apply to the Full court on Mon- 
day for an injunction to restrain the de- 
fendant John Clark "from disposing of 
or in any wav dealing with or interfer- 
ing with' the ship Enterprise referred to 
m the pleadings of this action or any 
part thereof or any interest therein, un- 
til alter tin; bearing of the appeal oi 
which notice has been given to the 
Full court; and to restrain all proceed- 
ings bv the said John Clark, jr.. to ob- 
tain possession of said ship pending such 
appeal." 

AGAIN Mil. PIPER WINS. 

The Victorian Replies Successfully Willi the 
French Defence in ills Secjml Match 
With Mr. Bahson. 

The second match in the series of 
chess contests between Mr. Habson, the 
well known Montreal player, and Mr. 
Thomas 11. Piper, oi this city, was 
phi veil yesterday in the rooms of the 
V.C.C., and again the local champion 
achieved a victory, in the presence of a 
numerous and interested audience of 
enthusiasts. 

Mr. Bahson opened the attack with 
pawns, king fourth, and Mr. Piper re- 
plied with pawns, king.third— the French 
defence. His opponent soon worked up 
a very strong attack, the game being 
stubbornly contested lor upwards of two 
hours ami a half, by which time tin' 
attack was carried down to Mr. Piper's 
second line. The Victorian forced the 
play at the last, and won by a pretty 
checkmate in the thirtieth move. 

The third of the series of matches is 
arranged for this afternoon, and in the 
meanwhile Mr. Bahson is obtaining 
plenty of practice in matches with other 
members of the city club, four of whom 
he had the honor oi defeating yesterday, 
The visitor is a player of more than local 
repute, having personally directed the 
famous Lasker-Steinitz match in Mont- 
real, and being himself very well known 
in the problem world. 

The details of the great St. Petersburg 
tourney have now reached Victoria, and 
appear to confirm the previously formed 
opinion of chess experts that when 
young Pillsbury, who is now little more 
than twenty years of age, has obtained 
experience, there will, be none to meet 
him on equal terms in the chess arena.

Action of the United States- 
Another Loan. 



How the Captain-General in Charged 
With (ragging: the Havana 
Press. 



15.vkcki.ona, March 5.— The universi- 
ties here at Valencia and at Granada are 
closed in order to prevent the students 
from making demonstrations u^ianst the 
United Suites. There is a belief pre- 
vailing that Great Britain and France 
will support Spain against the United 
States. 

Valencia, March 5.— The disorders 
which were prevalent here when the 
news was first received of the action of 
the United States Senate on the Cuban 
question, broke out afresh to-day, and 
there were renewed demonstrations of 
hostility to the government. The mob 
made its way to the United States 
consulate, which was stoned and the 
windows of which wore smashed by the 
infuriated populace. The authorities at 
last succeeded in dispersing all the riot- 
ers and order was restored, it is stated 
hero that several English ship owners 
havo oiiered the government to equip 
privateers on their own account in case 
of war between Spain and the United 
States. Tho government have decided 
to purchase two additional cruisers. It 
is stated here that tho situation in Cuba 
appears to improve. 

London, March 5. — Tho Times pub- 
lishes a despatch from Madrid saying 
the French ambassador at Madrid lias 
submitted proposals for a large loan and 
the support of France on the Cuban 
question in return for commercial con- 
cessions by Spain, and her promise that 
she will not contract other alliances and 
give guarantees concerning future 
French naval operations on the coast of 
Spain. Prime Minister Canovas del 
Castillo conferred with the opposition. 
A Paris syndicate will take $25,000,000 
of Cuban bonds held by Spain, the latter 
granting a prolonged concession of 
Spanish railways to French holders. 

Havana, March 5. — It is wondered 
Why some demonstration is not boitur 
made here upon the announcement t f 
the action taken by both branches c f 
congress, but the news has been sup- 
pressed by General Weyler, who has so 
gagged and choked all mediums of con- 
veying intelligence to the people of this 
island that not one in a hundred and 
hardly one in a thousand knows that the 
house of representatives has passed a 
resolution expressing sympathy lor Cuba 
and acknowledging her belligerency. 
The leading newspapers of the city to- 
day appeared without a line of news 
from Washington, ami scarcely an item 
from the United States, except a line an- 
nouncing the indictment of the captain 
of the filibustering steamer Horsa. No- 
body here knows of the congressional 
action except from private souaces of 
information. They dare not tell, except 
in confidence, lor they would be liable 
to arrest, imprisonment, torture and 
conviction without trial for treasonable 
utterances. There is no telling what 
will follow when the news does finally 
get noised abroad. 

Generals Prats and Arolas report hav- 
ing fought the force under Maximo 
Gomez yesterday at Hanabana, on the 
borders of Maianzas province, includ- 
ing the band oi Lacret and others. These 
forces, the official report says, were 
routed and the insurgent leader Castillo 
wounded seriously. Twenty-five prison- 
ers of war arrived in Havana to-day. 



POLITICS IN MANITOBA. 

Early Prorogation Anticipated — Catholic 
Journal on the Remedial Bill— Inde- 
pendent Labor Party 

Winnipeg, March 5. — (Special) — Con- 
versation with members of the legis- 
lature brings out the fact that it is 
generally believed that the work of the 
session can be cleared up next week, 
and that prorogation may be expected 
about Tuesday, March 17. A motion 
lias been made for night and Saturday 
sittings, beginning this week. The 
budget debate will probably be con- 
cluded to-morrow. Although the minis- 
ters say there is no truth in the report 
t hat they are going to Ottawa on the 
school question matter, the Conserva- 
tives say that this is part of the pro- 
gramme arranged. 

Under the editorial heading " Improve 
the bid!'' the Northwest Review, the 
It Oman Catholic organ says: "While 
we accept the principle of the Remedial 
bill as fairly satisfactory, we are strongly 
in favor of it being amended so thai n 
will not he inoperative. Clause 71 ought 
to provide some practical way of secur- 
ing to the Catholics their legitimate 
share of the government grant, tor in- 
stance of the sale of school lands. As 
the clause stands it is merely an asser- 
tion of our right to share in the supplies 
voted by the Manitoba legislature, but 
what do the majority of our legislators 
care for rights? They delight in violat- 
ing them." 

Hon. S. H. Blake, of Toronto, is ex- 
pected to attend the Manitoba Sunday 
School convention to meet at Portage 
La Prairie shortly. 

The labor unions have organized an 
independent labor party.

DOMINION ARTILLERY. 

Address of Col. Prior as President at the 
Recent Annual Meeting. 

At the annual meeting of the Domin- 
ion Artillery Association at Ottawa last 
week, Lieut. -Col. Prior delivered an in- 
teresting address as President. He said 
ho had occasion last year in bis opening 
remarks to express regret for the small 
representation of members then present, 
ho felt, however, that this was unneces- 
sary to-day and complimented Lieut. - 
Col. Cole on having so many officers 
present from his command. The affairs 
of the association were in a satisfactory 
condition, it was continuing to do good 
work and in this was ably assisted by 
the Ontario Artillery Association, which 
was, ho considered, entitled to very 
great credit for the efforts it put forth 
He drew attention to tho report of the 
secretary, which ho said contained 
a good resume of the association's work 
since its inception. Ho hoped that it 
would be found possible this year to 
send a detachment to Shoeburyness to 
compete with the members of the 
National Artillery Association of Great 
Britain. 

Owing to tho fact that there were 
neither forts nor guns in British Colum- 
bia his regiment were unable to have 
gun practice — they expected to have 
both of the very best description in the 
near future, and they would then prove 
that they were able to take place with 
the rest of the force. Situated as lie 



was, ns a member of the government, he 
was somewhat different from a private 
individual and could not say much, this 
was probably all the better for the mem- 
bers of the association, for what ho could 
not say outside he might be all the 
better able to urge from the inside. 

The artillery need not think that their 
wants would be overlooked. He certainly 
felt that the artillery wero entitled 
to more pay— this was an acknowl- 
edged fact in the British army — 
they had more and harder work to per- 
form than the infantry, physically and 
intellectually, in the exercise of their 
drills and duties and in the examina- 
tions which they were required to pass 
in order to qualify. Ho bad one re- 
gret to-day, and he felt be would be re- 
miss in bis duty if he did not call atten- 
tion to it — he alluded to the absence of 
the father of the force, Colonel Walker 
Powell, late Adjutant-General, who had 
scarcely missed a meeting of this asso- 
ciation since tiie beginning. As Ad- 
jutant-General, he bad done his work 
well and had given the greatest 
satisfaction to every member of the 
militia with whom he had to deal.

CUBAN BELLIGERENCY. 

Resolutions of Recognition to Be Considered 
In the U. S. Senate on Monday. 

Washington, March 5.— The conferees 
of the two houses on the Cuban resolu- 
tions, after a conference of forty minutes 
to-day agreed upon the house substitute. 

The report of the conferees was pre- 
sented in the senate by Mr. Sherman, 
wdio asked for immediate action. For 
some time it looked as though the Cuban 
question would be finally disposed of in 
the senate by the adoption of the house 
resolutions ; but as it was then 3 o'clock 
and not more than a dozen senators 
were in the chambers, 

Mr. Hall; of Maine, suggested that it 
was undesirable to crowd through a re- 
solution of this magnitude at a late hour 
and with an emptv senate. This brought 
on sharp debate. Mr. Chandler, who had 
n it before been heard on Cuba, declared 
himself in favor not only of recognizing 
but of maintaining the independence of 
Cuba. Mr. Call urged that the senate 
take speedy action to stop this bloody 
war. He moved to consider the agree- 
ment to adjourn until Monday, but sub- 
sequently withdrew the motion. 

Mr. Hawley, of Connecticut, spoke 
vigorously concerning the belligerent 
spirit in the United States. Personally 
he sympathized with the popular view 
of the Cuban subject, for Spain's course 
was justly open to the severest censure. 
But, in our eagerness and earnestness, 
we were giving offense, not only to Spain 
but to many of the countries of Europe. 
Mr. Hawley said the United States, 
without an adequate navy and meagre 
coast defences, was not prepared for 
war. 

Mr. Sherman gave notice that he 
would call up the Cuban matter on 
Mondav.

Official Reports Show Bright An- 
ticipations Now About to 
Be Realized. 



Millions in Prospect in Old Cariboo 
— The Marvellous Discoveries 
tit Trail Creek. 



Mr. .1 C. Eaton Thinks Three Dol- 
lars Not Suilicient Allowance 
For Working. 

This Is the only Heal Difference ol' 
Opinion That Now 
Exists. 



Byron N. .Vhitc, oi .Spokane, one of 
the principal owners of the Slocan Star 
mine; John L. Retalluck, of Kaslo, who 
is largely interested in that mining dis- 
trict, and .1. C. Eaton, owner of the 
Whitewater mine, eighteen miles from 
Kaslo, are delegates who arrived yester- 
day to interview the government in re- 
gard to the proposed taxation of mines. 
Mr. Eaton is one of the first men who 
went into the Kaslo country, and he 
made the lirst shipment of ore from 
ICaslo. Speaking of the assessment hill 
now before the legislature, Mr. Eaton 
remarked that from what the Premier had 
recently said, it was apparent that the 
intention of the government was not as 
at first supposed, to place a two per 
cent, tax on the gross output of the 
mines at the dump. The language of 
the bill was, however, even yet some- 
what ambiguous on this point, but no 
lou bt it would be altered so that there 
could be no mistake as to the intention 
of the act. He did not think, however, 
that the proposed allowance of !f3 per 
ton for working the mines was enough. 
Take for instance his own mine, the 
Whitewater. His actual payment for 
mining, not to mention the cost 
of sacking ore, was nearly $18 a 
ton. Besides this' the cost of sacking 
was $2 a ton. Hi the Slocan Star the 
cost of mining the ore was 
.•flu' a ton, and Mr. lletallack's 
mines cost him about the same. The 
W liite water ore was carbonates and it 
took only !)0 pounds to a sack, and of 
course the heavier ores would not cost 
so much as that, to sack. The timbering 
alone in the Whitewater cost more than 
for every ton of ore taken out. 

Mr. Eaton considered that the best 
method was lo tax the smelter returns 
less the actual cost ot mining. The cost 
of mining could be ascertained by hav- 
ing sworn returns. If the government 
were averse to adopting the suggestion 
of having sworn returns, then as an al- 
ternative method he believed that 
an average should he struck of the 
cost of mining ami that this should 
he set as an arbitrary amount in the 
place of the .$3 now proposed by the bill. 
Another thing he would like was to see 
the mines taxed just on the average of 
what other property in the province was 
taxed — whatever that might he. The 
mine owners all recognized that they 
should hear their proportion of taxation, 
but it should be in the same proportion 
as other property, neither more nor less, 
whether one, two or even three per 
cent., whatever it might he. 

lie wished to point out too that in dis- 
tricts like the Lardeau where there was 
plenty of low grade ore that would make 
it an immense producing district (if t he 
industry were properly fostered) nobody 
would care to venture to open mines ii a 
two per cent tax was placed on the ore 
returns atol only an allowance of .f,'! 
made for working. At present there 
was no other mining country on the con- 
tinent that was attracting so much at- 
tention as British Columbia and care 
must be taken not to frighten 
cipital from coining here to 
develop the industry. Mining creat- 
ed taxable property by building 
tip and supporting towns like Kossland, 
Nelson, Kaslo and the many others that 
were springing up through the mining 
country, and was establishing smelters 
anil ol her industries that could not 
otherwise exist. However, the only 
real difference of opinion win upon the 
amount that should he allowed in the 
assessment act tor mining the ore, and 
he, believed that this would he settled 
satisfactorily. 

CHRISTIAN CITIZENSHIP LEAGUE. 

A New Organization in the Field For tl.e 
Purification of Public Affairs. 

Representatives from most of the 
Christian Endeavor Societies, Epworth 
Leagues and temperance organizations 
in the city met last evening in the First 
Presbyterian schoolroom, when it was 
decided to form an association to he 
known as the Christian Citizenship 
League of Victoria. 

The objects of the new organization 
are, briefly, to make Christian principles 
operative in public affairs; to prevent by 
personal effort the nomination or elec- 
tion of corrupt candidates and the en- 
actment, ot corrupt laws in the City, 
Province or Dominion ; to secure fidelity 
on the part of officers entrusted with the 
execution of the laws; to exterminate 
the saloon; and to purify and elevate the 
elective franchise. 

A constitution was submitted and 
adopted, and a second meeting will bo 
held on Wednesday evening, the 25th 
instant, for the election of officers. 




Mining operations in British Colum- 
bia during 1895 are dealt with in very 
complete and interesting detail in the 
annual report of the Minister of Mines, 
presented to the legislature yesterday. 
The general reports are prefaced by a 
valuable table giving as completely as 
figures can the particulars of the gold 
mining operations — with a toot note 
stating that without authentic and com- 
plete returns respecting silver, lead, 
copper, iron, etc., similar statistics for 
those metals cannot be given. 

Cold mining engaged the attention of, 
on the average, 1,050 white men and !»7!) 
Chinese and Japanese, besides those en- 
gaged in Trail Creek division, the new- 
est as well as the richest in the pro- 
vince, but for which unfortunately no 
gold returns were sent in. The output 
of the others was, by districts, as fol- 
lows : Cariboo, $382,400 ; Cassiar, 
575; East Kooteuav, $17,575; West 
Kootenav, $10,5:20; Liliooet, $40,003; 
Yale, $237,311; a total of $030,644 
of the yellow metal, exclusive 
of the Trail Creek division as previously 

mentioned. Of this total all ca 

from placers except $135,000 from the 
quartz mines at Fairview and Camp 
MeKinney. Even without Trail Creek 
the returns for 1800 are the largest since 
1S87, new methods having brought about 
a revival of the industry in temporarily 
abandoned fields. Since the beginning, 
in 1858, $55,000,000 in gold has been 
taken from the fiel Is of this province. 
Appended to the gold statistics is the 
statement that in 1895 the gold, silver 
and lead in the ore from Kootenay was 
estimated at *'.>, 175,000. 

ALBERKI. 

Cold Commissioner Thomas Fletcher 
thus reports on the Albemi district, of 
particular interest to Victorians because 
of its contiguity and the prospect it af- 
fords' of adding another important in- 
dustry to those of this rich island oi 
Vancouver : 

McLaughlin Range, China Creek and 
Cowichan-Alberni Koad— One hundred and 
forty-one mineral claims recorded. Ex- 
tensive development work is going oil in 
the Mineral Creek group, exposing several 
veins of free gold, the most noted being the 
Alherni, Missing Link, Mountain Rose, 
Champion, Ace of Spades and Last Dollar ; 
average assay, about $30 per ton. 

Franklin anil Granite Creeks -Thirty- 
eight mineral claims recorded. The Star of 
the West group of mines is the most noted, 
the work done exposing several veins of 
blue quartz, averaging $25 per ton, mill 
test. 

Coleman and Chesnucknet Creeks (Al- 
herni Canal) — Twenty-four mineral claims 
recorded. Work exposes masses of crushed 
quartz, mixed with cements; low grades; 
average mill test, $fi per ton ; on deep water. 

Copper Island and Sarita River, Barclay 
Sound— Fourteen mineral claims reported. 
Work done exposes several rich veins with 
a good percentage of copper. Extensive 
development now going on; also on deep 
water. 

Sechart Channel, Barclay Sound— Eleven 
mineral claims recorded Large bodies of 
iron have been discovered; also quartz car- 
rying gold in paying quantities; on deep 
water. 

In other parts of the district there are 82 
mineral claims recorded, on Sprout Lake 
and Cons Creek, on the opposite side of the 
Alherni Canal from China Creek, showing 
tout the gold range ex tends in that direction. 

Mr. Sutton's exhaustive report on 
Alherni district, already published, is 
appended .

Gold Commissioner John Bowron, in 
his twenty-first annual mining report, 
notes that " the bright anticipations, so 
often indulged in in previous reports 
upon the district appear to he on the 
eve of speedy realization. The season 
may fairly be said to be one of unwonted 
prosperity, and although such activity 
in mining operations must be attributed

mainly to the introduction of outside 
capital, yet evidences are not wanting to 
show that in the near future very many 
of the enterprises now opening out must 
become contributors to the world's gold 
yield, rather tlian absorbers of capital." 

Quartz mining, be notes, may be said 
to be in statu i|uo, but be adds: " Mr. 
S. J. Marsh, who has had some experi- 
ence in the treatment of Cariboo ores, 
and whose views thereon may be found 
in last year's report, secured a bond on 
the Black Jack mine, and about the 
same time obtained a lease of the Gov- 
ernment reduction works, lias, 1 under- 
stand, made arrangements to erect a 
cyanide plant at Barkervillo, which will 
be in operation next spring." 

"A pleasing contrast presents itself 
upon turnine from the apparent apathy 
in quartz mining to our far-famed placer 
mines, the future output o( which we 
feel warranted in saying will exceed the 
millions produced, 'which rendered the 
district famous in the past. 

" Hydraulic mining is now assuming 
vast proportions in the district. Not as 
carried on in the early days, with the 
use of canvas hose with small pipe and 
monitor, with perhaps a two-inch nozzle 
and one bundled feet of pressure, but 
upon a more extensive scale, similar to 
the works elsewhere described as being 
in operation at the Cariboo and Horse- 
fly mines. There are now about thirty 
leases of hydraulic ground held on the 
Quesnelle river, where two years ago 
there were but five. 

Recounting a visit to the works of the 
Cariboo hydraulic company, aft-;r de- 
scribing the " eighteen miles of ditch, 
upon which a small steamer might run," 
be says : "Mr. Hobson informs me 
that it will take two years yet to get 
fairly opened out, after which be says 
be will be diasppi in ted if the output 
does not amount to one million dollars 
annually! A visit to this mine will well 
repay anyone interested in hydraulic 
mining. The Horsefly mine, under the 
same management, is in some respects 
even more interesting to old miners who 
have not had the advantage of witness- 
ing operations carried on by the more 
modern and scienlilie principles." 

Mr. Bowron notes encouraging pros- 
pects for creek diggings, and for river 
dredging, now beginning to assume 
definite shape. 

L1LLOOBT. 

Gold Commissioner F. Sones, after 
quoting Dr. Dawson's observation that 
'' From the point of view of the gold 
miner the Fraser may be regarded as a 
gigantic ground sluice," adds: 

Undoubtedly it is. and it is a ground 
sluice that has never been "cleaned up," 
and in addition, the forces of erosion and 
denudation, the latter to an enormous ex- 
tent in high water, are ceaselessly adding 
to the golden deposit. I know personally 
of bars on the Fraser that have been work- 
ei 1 1' very winter and early Spring, on the same 
spots, tor the past thirty years, as a rule by 
the Indians and Chinese, with the prim- 
it ive rocker and pan. This in itsell 1 think 
is conclusive evidence that the supply is 
renewed annually. White miners have in 
many places, to my knowledge, tried wing- 
daiuruing in well known rich places, nota- 
bly Big Bar; spent much money and lime: 
ex'pi.sed to t he extreme cold ; with the total 
result ol a sudden rise ol' the river washing 
everything away in one night. There is 
a limit to human perseverance, and the 
golden treasures ol the Fraser and its 
larger tributaries will never he obtained by 
wing-dumming. ■ • ■ Hydraulic mining 
and dredging at present arc attracting a 
very great amount of attention. The ex- 
istence of gold in enormous quantities in 
the bed of the Fraser river is beyond dis- 
pute. The dilliculties in the way, as 1 have 
endeavored to show, of obtaining that sub- 
merged gold arc also great. Of the various 
forms of dredgers una their equally varied 
chums to merit, I cannot speak, hut 1 
think it will be admitted that only the most 
powerfully constructed machines in every 
way need attempt Hie task. 

HAST KOOTENAY. 

Gold Commissioner J. F. Armstrong 
says : 

Mineral claims have this year, for the 
first time, become productive in reality. 
A large quantity of ore is now awaiting the 
opening of navigation for shipment to 
smelters. The demand for means of t rans- 
portation lias resulted in the commence- 
ment of the construction of two new steam- 
ers and the enlargement of a third to ply 
on the Kootenay river. There has been a 
large increase iii the number of prospectors 
in the southern part of the district. Dev- 
elopment work has not kept pace with the 
prospecting, hut it is expected the scccess- 
lul working of some ol our mines will at- 
tract capital, and that next year will show 
an improvement in this branch of mining. 



Further on I give particulars of the devel- 
opment of the principal mines in the dis- 
trict. 

Coal mining has made no progress during 
the year. Coal is herein enormous quanti- 
ties, but it must remain unused until the 
coal lields are reached by railways. The 
principal beds are in the Crow's Nest Bass, 
but a promising seam has lately been dis- 
covered on the St. Maiy's river. 

The oil lields in the southeastern corner 
of the district remain undeveloped. L beard 
that oil indications have been found outside 
of the territory w hich was previously known 
to he oil-bearing. 

TBA.IL creek. 

Gold Commissioner X. Fitzstubbs 
gives valuable data aa to the operations 
in each of the several divisions of West 
Kootenay, but space prevents notice of 
them at present, except Trail Creek, up- 
on which the reports be presents are 
particularly timely because they bear 
upon a matter now before the legisla- 
ture. He gives the following from Mr. 
H . C. Jackson : 

" During the year 1895 the Trail Creek 
mining division has experienced a most 
Wpnderlul development. As evidence of 
' tfiia the following facts may be recited: 
Two thousand mineral claims were re- 
corded at Rossland, making a total of 
li,'J0ll live mineral claims in the division 
on the 31st instant. The population of 
Kossland and surroundings a year ago 
was about 300, now it is estimated at 
possibly 3,000. The value of the ore 
produced in the subdivision in 1S04 was 
about $125,000, in 1895 it exceeded $1,- 
000.000, while in 1896 it is estimated 
that if will be from $3,000,000 to ifo.OOO,- 
000. The railways operating in the sub- 
division in 18S14 were the Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard railway and the Columbia. & 
Kootenay railway. Now, at Trail, a 
narrow gauge railroad is in course of 
construction, for the purpose of con- 
necting that town with the mines at and 
near Kossland. 

" A smeller, of a daily capacity of 250 
tons, is now completed at Trail, and ex- 
pects to "blow in" about the 1st of 
February, 1896. The War Eagle and 
the Centre Star companies have an- 
nounced their intentions of erecting 
smelters of their own at or near Koss- 
land, which will together have a capacity 
greatly in excess of that already built at 
Trail, ft is almost certain that two 
more railroads will be built into Koss- 
land during the coming year — the Red 
Mountain road, from North port, Wash, 
(a branch of the Spokane Falls & Nor- 
thern), and a branch of the C.P.R. from 
Robson. About forty miners were em- 
ployed in the shipping mines of Koss- 
land in the winter of 1804-5. About 500 
men are now at work in the same locali- 
ties. During BS7-1 no properties were 
being worked except the Le Roi, War 
Eagle, Josie, Nickel Plate and 0. K., all 
situated within a short distance of the 
town, except the last named, which is 
about one and one-half miles west. 
Throughout 1895, and at the present 
time, dozen of mines are employing men, 
ten or lifteen of which can ship ore, if 
they so desire. These mines lie in all 
directions from Kossland, and some of 
them across the Columbia river. Pro- 
perties outside the immediate vicinity 
of Kossland are probably employing 200 
men at the time." 

"i am indebted,'-' adds Mr. Fitz- 
stubbs, " to the courtesy of Mr. E. H. 
Wedekind, the superintendent of the 
Trail smelter, for the subjoined particu- 
lars : The British Columbia Smelting 
and Refining Company decided to build 
its works at Trail Creek landing on ac- 
count of its natural advantages. The 
works were commenced about October 
10th, and will be completed about. March 
1st, 1896. The object of the company's 
operations is to treat tho ores of Red 
Mountain camp and the surrounding 
country. The capacity of the works, 
when completed, will be about 300 tons 
per diem. The works consist of a sam- 
pling mill, ore bins necessary to contain 
a daily output and reserve capacity of 
about 2,500 tons."

The free trade tariff of New South 
Wales came into force on the 1st 
January, and many of the items on the 
old tariff will gradually dissappear on a 
sliding scale. With regard to sugar 
which has been protected by an import 
duty of £5 per ton for the past forty 
years, it is provided that the duty dimin- 
ishes gradually until the 1st July, 1901, 
when the duty will entiiely cease. Tho 
two items upon which the State will de- 
pend mainly for revenue after 11)00 or at 
•about that date are tobacco and alcohol, 
all other items beine admitted free. At 
the expiration of this date New South 
Wales will be to all intents and purposes 
a free trade port more free than the 
United Kingdom. Whether Federation 
will upset this ideal or not remains to be 
aeon, 
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
